E. Regler commented that there were currently not enough staff in Fine Arts workshop 
and lab facilities and this was limiting access for students. He wondered if this 
situation would become worse in the next budget year. 
In response, the Dean indicated that the university’s operating budget for next year is not 
yet final, however, the Faculty’s budget is expected to remain status quo (i.e. no increases 
or decreases). At this time, the goal of the academic sector is to make coordinated 
adjustments that will not have a direct impact upon curriculum delivery. 
E. Regler then asked if additional software purchases would be made — as many students 
have software that CDA does not currently provide. The Dean asked E. Regler to follow 
up with Associate Dean Ana Cappelluto on both the staffing and software issues.
